NEW WHARF BILL. 


An Act to Antfcnriie the City of 


Oakland to Condemn Certain 
Lands for Wharf and Other 
Purposes. 


The following bill hai boon intro- 


duced in the Legislature by Assem - 
man Gelwicks : 


SECTION 1. The Council of the 


city of Oakland lire hereby author- 
ized empowered tu construct anil 
maintain on the estuary of San An- 
tonio, in the city of Oakland and 
county of Alameda, a wharf or dock 
for the purposes of commerce and 
for the benefit of said city. 


SEC. 
2. Said wharf or dock shall be 


located as follows: Commencing iu 
tlie estuary of San Antonio at a point 
on a straight line with the cast lino 
of Clay street extended southerly to 
where said line intercepts said ship 
channel, thetico extending westerly 
along said northerly line of said ship 
channel to the westerly line of Market 
street extended, thence northerly 
along said westerly line oi' Market 
street extended one hundred feet, 
thence easterly on a. line parallel wit li 
the northerly'line of ship channel io 
the easterly line of Clay street ex- 
tended, and thence along said easter- 
ly line of Clay street extended south- 
erly to the place of beginning, 


SKU. i!. That for tliu purposes of car- 


rying out the provisions of sections 
one and two of this Act, the said 
Council of the city of Oakland is 
authorized and empowered to con- 
demn any and all property necessary 
for the construction and operation of 
said wharf or clock in the manner 
provided by law. 


SEC. 
'i. Said City Council arc ub.o 


authorized and empowered to extend 
Washington, Clay, ,Teit'erson, drove, 
Brush and Market streets to said 
wharf or dock, and the land neee.s- 
sarv for the extension of said streets 
shall be condemned under Title 7 of 
the Code of Civil Procedure. 


SKC'. 5. That the said City Council 


are hereby authorized to constrin't 
said wharf or dock iu sections ot not 
less than three hundred ami eighty 
feet each, and that the same sliaii be 
commenced within one year from 
the condemnation of the property 
proposed to be covered by sai.l 
wharf or dock and completed within 
two years thereafter, and that tlie 
remaining sections shall lie com- 
menced and completed within live, 
years from tlie completion of the 
tirst section. 


SKC. 0. This Act shall take effect 


and bo in force from and after its 
passage.

He then went 
on, stating the advantages of the 
languages, and cited instances of our 
great men who no\ er ronld have at- 
tained their high cminonco if thoy 
had been ignorant of the ancient 
languugi.-s. 


Mr. Lewis said the bill was a di- 


rect blow at the German population, 
as it was well known that Gorman 
was the only language beside onr 
own that was taught in onr common 
schools. He referred to the Senator 
from Santa Clara, and said that if he 
had not had tin- mhantageof a class- 
ical education he could not have at- 
tained his present superior emiuence. 


Mr, I'uttei-son-spoke- at length in 


opposition to the bill, but advanced 
no new arguments.

CARPENTER'S srnooi, BILL. 


After recess Carpenter's educa- 


tional bill came up in the House, 
Murphy in the chair. 
Carpenter 


read some extracts from papers at- 
tacking the bill and spoke with 
warmth of the character and motives 
of such journals. He excused his 
warmth as being for the right, and 
therefore not out of place—even in a 
judge. 
He said the first feature of 


the bill was to bring all common 
schools under one management, with 
the University as the crown and head. 
He spoke of the unconstitutional 
character of the present. Regents; of 
the feature which abolished uni- 
formity of test-books, and this would 
get rid,of the present rivalry, with 
its appeals to sectarian and partisan 
prejudices. He read from Illinois 
Reports that able educators consid- 
ered that the right to select school 
books for a whole State was too 
much power to give one man or 
Board. It was an arbitrary and al- 
most irresponsible exercise of pre- 
rogative and could only lead to 
building up a gigantic monopoly. 
He read Irom a letter from Jena 


Swett, a personal stronger. It said 
that the bill in the main met bin 
hearty approval; tho Normal School 
and University were simply free 
schools of higher grade. Ourschools, 
with these exceptions, are conducted 
by oilicers elected by direct vote of 
the people. Why should the- man- 
agement of the higher grade bo dif- 
ferent? 


Mr. -Carpenter had sovoral other 


letters from mon who took an in- 
cst in education, which he would not 
read. 
He was a friend of tho Uni- 


versity, but more a friend of com- 
mon schools, and knew the princi- 
ple of his bill was right. 
We hud 


been away from tho principles of 
local government, and we must re- 
turn to them. 
Mr. Carpenter ex- 


tended his remarks two and a half 
hours. 


Reddick, of Calavcras, a member 


of the Committee on Education, an 
old teacher, replied, denouncing tho 
bill us revolutionary in charui'tcr, 
entirely changing the present school 
svstcm. 
He compared till! system 


of California with that of other 
States, and claimed that where edn- 
cution was best cared for the most 
resom bianco, won'd be found to the 
California system. 


Mr. Feri'ul moved the previous 


question, which was not sustained. 


Judge ArchiT took the (loop ill op- 


position to the bill, which ho de- 
nounced as a political measure, 
lie 


conlendi'd thut the proposed Board 
of Education must neces.sarily bo 
political in its character. 


Mr. Magniro followed in a written 


speech, 
advocating the 
bill nnd 


wearying the Housu with his pro- 
lixity. 


Mr. Bugge called the previous 


question, when the bill pasHCil by 
ayes 5H, noes 15. 


Mr. Carson introduced n bill to 


authorize the Board of Supervisors 
of San Francisco to appropriate 
.So.OUO for the maintenance of a po- 
lice lire alarm telegraph. 
Referred
